A HOUSING company set up 
by St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council hopes to build on 
three different sites in Haver¬ 
hill. 

Barley Homes, which is 
jointly owned by the borough 
council, Suffolk County Coun¬ 
cil and Forest Heath District 
Council, has identified four 
different sites it wants to build 
on. 

Three of those sites are in 
Haverhill. 

The exact locations of the 
sites will not be made pub¬ 
lic until November 1, when 
the business plan for Barley 
Homes is set to be discussed 
by the cabinets of Forest 


Heath and St Edmundsbury 
councils. 

The sites cannot be made 
public until they have been 
approved by councillors. They 
all involve land currently 
owned by the councils which 
would be sold to the company 
if approved. 

Barley Homes would then 
go forward with plans for a 
mix of affordable homes and 
homes for sale on each of the 
four sites. 

At a meeting of St Edmunds- 
bury’s overview and scrutiny 
committee last month, cabi¬ 
net member for housing Sara 
Mildmay-White said that Bar¬ 
ley Homes would be aiming 
to build 96 homes across the 
four sites. 

At that meeting, the date 


when the sites would be re¬ 
vealed was put back from Sep¬ 
tember to November. 

Clly Mildmay-White said 
then: “Obviously Brexit has 
thrown a little bit of a spanner 
in the works because develop¬ 
ers are questioning whether 
they are going to build or not 
build.” 

The plan for the councils to 
run their own housing com¬ 
pany was approved in No¬ 
vember last year. It has been 
introduced as a means of gen¬ 
erating revenue in the face of 
cuts as well as providing af¬ 
fordable homes.

Next step in school expansion plans 


A PLANNING application 
has been submitted to 
double the size of a school 
in Haverhill. 

Coupals Primary 
Academy announced its 
plans for the £1.6million 
expansion project in May. 

The plans involve 
demolishing a free¬ 
standing music room to 
make way for a brand new 
block of eight classrooms. 

The new block would 
allow the school to 
increase its capacity from 
the current 243 to 420 
pupils. 

The application 
was received by St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council on August 4 and 

COURT 


is set to be determined 
before the end of the 
month. 

The application details 
that as well as the 
classroom, the new block 
would contain three group 
rooms and a "plant room". 

The school is also 
applying for permission to 
extend its dining room. 

The planning application 
says: "The project will 
greatly benefit the school 
by adding additional 
permanent teaching 
space to serve the 
increasing numbers of 
students attending the 
academy, whilst allowing 
the removal of a double 
temporary unit from the 


site." 

If the application is 
approved, work would 
start on building the new 
block in January next year. 

Headteacher David 
Maguire has estimated it 
will be five years before 
the school reaches its full 
capacity, and has said the 
recruitment process will be 
gradual. 

The school's plans also 
involve the expansion of 
the onsite Stepping Stones 
pre-school, which is set to 
open its new facilities on 
Friday, October 7. 

The £1.6million 
investment is part of 
Suffolk County Council's 
capital programme.

ARCHIE Outlaw is only six 
years old but he has had 30 
operations in his life. 

He has craniosynotosis, a 
condition in which children 
are born with abnormally 
shaped skulls. 

But his family’s battle with 
the illness has sparked some¬ 
thing positive - as a support 
group founded by his mum, 
Kelly Outlaw, has reached 
a £10,000 fundraising mile¬ 
stone. 

For Archie, who lives in 
Haverhill’s The Keep, his 
craniosynotosis was caused 
by a syndrome called fron- 
tometaphyseal dysplasia, 
which is so rare that only 35 
people in the world have it. 

But many other children 
suffer from it for other rea¬ 
sons across the UK, and Kel¬ 
ly, 34, set up support group 
Cranio Ribbons to help other 
families whose children have 
problems with their skulls. 

She said: “You might have 
family and friends but unless 
they have a child who’s had 
surgery no-one understands 
what you are going through. 
It does give you that sense of 
relief that someone under¬ 
stands.”

Largely thanks to Kelly sell¬ 
ing items she has made her¬ 
self on the Cranio Ribbons 
Facebook page, the group 
has hit its £10,000 fundrais¬ 
ing milestone. The money is 
going to nine different chari¬ 
ties, which all have some¬ 
thing to do with craniosyno¬ 
tosis. 

The group has also ex¬ 
panded to include a fathers- 
only group, a grandparents- 
only group and a group in 
Ireland. 

Kelly said: “Never in a mil¬ 
lion years did I think I would 
be where I am now, with 
£10,000 raised for nine chari¬ 
ties.” 

And things are looking up 
for Archie too, as the regular 
stream of operations he has 
had in the early years of his 
life begins to slow down. 

Kelly said: “Things now 
compared to where they 
were two years ago are so 
much more positive. 

“It isn’t looking at your cal¬ 
endar any more and you’ve 
got five operations in the 


next six months. Now it’s just 
sit back and see what hap¬ 
pens.” 

Archie had three opera¬ 
tions between February and 
March this year, but only has 
one more scheduled for later 
this year. 

The condition affects Ar¬ 
chie’s hearing and speech, 
but hearing aids have greatly 
helped his ability to commu¬ 
nicate with his peers at Bur¬ 
ton End Primary Academy. 

Kelly says Archie enjoys 
baking and cooking and has 
been able to take part in 
events such as his school’s 
sports day. 

Because Archie’s syn¬ 
drome is so rare, the future 
is uncertain - but things are 
looking up, and the support 
his family provides for others 
through Cranio Ribbons will 
continue to grow.

Dubbed “The Grand Canyon of 
Bumpstead Road” by Haverhill 
town, borough and county coun¬ 
cillor John Burns, the pothole has 
been causing problems for mo¬ 
torists since at least February. 

Residents have been taking to 
social media for months to decry 
potholes on Haverhill’s Bump¬ 
stead Road. 

One woman labelled them 
“shocking” back in March, and 
said she had reported the mat¬ 
ter to the highways authority in 
April. 

Cllr Burns said he believed the 
state of the road was first report¬ 
ed to the council by a resident 
last November. 

He measured the pothole last 
week and found it was 8cm deep 
in places - despite the fact that 
potholes as shallow as 4cm are 
considered damaging to vehicles. 

Cllr Burns said he had been 
told that one resident had the 
wheel of their car buckle as they 
went over it. 

He said: “It’s on Facebook, so-

cial media - you see it all the time, 
people complaining about it. 

“What’s worrying is that people 
are driving on the other side of 
the road. I think it is a danger.” 

Suffolk Highways said that the 
last time the road was inspected 
it did not require urgent atten¬ 
tion, and there were plans to re¬ 
surface Bumpstead Road in No¬ 
vember. 

But in response to the fresh 
concerns raised about the depth 
of the pothole, Suffolk Highways 
said a technician would be sent 
to inspect the road this week, and 
would carry out work on any pot¬ 
holes deemed a safety hazard. 

A spokesman said: “It’s defi¬ 
nitely on our radar and we have 
plans to reconstruct in November 
and send a technician out in the 
next couple of days.” 

Cllr Burns said he was satisfied 
this would improve the problem 
provided it was carried out.

FRAUD 

Warning over 
hoax callers 


RESIDENTS are being 
warned to be on the alert 
after a spate of internet 
hoax calls. 

Haverhill resident Sheila 
lohnson received five calls 
in the space of two days 
last week, claiming to be 
about her internet secu¬ 
rity. Two of the callers said 
they were from BT. 

Sheila said: “I did speak 
to BT after receiving so 
many calls because it was 
getting ridiculous, and 
they confirmed they were 
a hoax because they said 
they would never contact 
anyone unless the person 
had contacted them with 
an enquiry or complaint 
first.” 

When she posted about 
her experience on Face- 
book, others in the town 
confirmed they had had 
similar experiences. 

One woman said she had 
received ten calls between 
Tuesday and Thursday 
last week, while two oth-

ers said they received calls 
about internet security de¬ 
spite the fact that they do 
not own a computer. 

Sheila continued: “I felt 
it was important to let oth¬ 
ers know this, in case per¬ 
haps someone vulnerable 
mistook these hoax ones 
for a genuine call, espe¬ 
cially as the last two callers 
said they were calling from 
BT.” 

She said that her own 
experience in telesales had 
taught her what to expect 
from genuine callers, but 
others might not know 
this. 

Computer service fraud 
is a kind of fraud in which 
scammers claim to be from 
a legitimate company, say¬ 
ing that there is a problem 
with your computer. The 
aim of the call is to get re¬ 
mote access to your com¬ 


puter, get you to install 
certain software, or to get 
your bank details. 

There were 33,000 inci¬ 
dents of computer service 
fraud reported to Action 
Fraud between May last 
year and April this year, 
with a total of £9.5million 
lost to fraudsters. 

The average sum lost by 
a single victim was £2,000. 

A spokesperson for BT 
advised residents who re¬ 
ceive a call claiming to be 
from BT to ask for an 0800 
number to call them back 
on. You can then call BT on 
0800 800 150 to check if the 
call is genuine. 

He also advised residents 
never to give out bank de¬ 
tails over the phone, not 
to allow the caller to take 
control of their computer 
and not to visit websites or 
download software at the 
caller’s request.

PULL up a pew, Pikachu - a 
church has launched an event for 
Pokemon Go players.

£4.5m plan for 
over-55s’ flats 


A HOUSING association is 
pouring £4.5m into redevel¬ 
oping a sheltered housing 
scheme. 

Havebury Housing Part¬ 
nership’s Westbourne Court 
development in Haverhill 
currently provides bedsit ac¬ 
commodation with shared 
bathroom facilities. 

It can accommodate 30 
residents - but at the mo¬ 
ment it has just 17. 

Anita jones, Havebury’s 
head of housing, said: 
“There’s quite a number 
of people on the waiting 
list who are over 55. What 
puts them off [Westbourne 
Court] is shared bath¬ 
rooms.” 

The housing association 
has plans to entirely rede¬ 
velop the site, creating 42 
one- and two-bedroom flats 
with their own bathrooms, 
kitchens and washing ma¬ 
chines. 

Mrs jones said it was pos¬ 
sible to fit so many more 
units on to the site as at pre¬ 
sent the layout has a lot of

long corridors and does not 
make the most of the space. 

The new development is 
also set to have communal 
areas and a shared garden 
to retain the sense of com¬ 
munity. 

This is part of an ongo¬ 
ing project to update all of 
Havebury’s sheltered hous¬ 
ing schemes. Havebury 
opened a modern sheltered 
housing scheme in Haver¬ 
hill’s Withersfield Road ear¬ 
lier this year. 

Mrs Jones said: “West¬ 
bourne Court isn’t really up 
to the standard we would 
like it to be for our tenants.” 

Five of the units at West¬ 
bourne Court have already 
been updated, and the occu¬ 
pants of these will be staying 
in their homes as redevelop¬ 
ment works get under way. 

The remaining 12 resi¬ 
dents are set to be rehoused, 
either temporarily if they 


want to return to the rede¬ 
veloped Westbourne Court, 
or permanently. 

Havebury has already held 
several meetings with these 
residents, and work on the 
site is not set to begin until 
the autumn of 2017, with a 
planning application being 
submitted to St Edmunds- 
bury Borough Council at the 
end of this year. 

Mrs jones said: “Around 
the 12 residents, there is no 
hurry, and we will support 
them all the way whether 
that’s financially or with 
time and effort.” 

Most of the new flats are 
set to be rented out, but 
Havebury is planning to sell 
some under a shared owner¬ 
ship scheme. Both the rent¬ 
ed and owned flats will be 
aimed at over-55s. 

Updates are set to be re¬ 
leased as the plans progress.

The British appetite for afternoon tea shows no 
sign of being sated. Lisa Millard meets Tonie Waller, 
the brains behind china hire service My Pretty Tea 
Party to talk tea, cake and the enduring appeal of 
vintage.

ressed 
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N OSTALGIA is part of the charm of 
My Pretty Tea Party, the vintage 
china-hire company. "I recently 
provided centre stands for an afternoon 
tea party at Quy Mill's Cambridge Roar. 
Quite a few of the ladies there told me 
they remember drinking from tea sets like 
mine," says Tonie Waller, who bought the 
splendid-looking business earlier this year. 

As well as supplying cake stands, cups 
and saucers, tea pots, luncheon, tea and 
dinner plates, all taking pride of 
place on the well-dressed 
tables at the chi-chi 
hotel, Tonie created 
centrepieces styled 
with upside-down 
top hats, 
teapots and 
playing cards. 

"My china was 
used at a tea 
party to celebrate 
the Queen's 
birthday at an old 
people's home and it 
reminded so many of them of 
being young and drinking tea from their 
mother's china cups." 

Tonie's Burwell home is now HQ to 
My Pretty Tea Party and the spare room 
- "it was meant to be a very pretty spare 
room, but is now full of china" - is neatly 
laid with the delicate crockery and props 
that are the tools of Tonie's trade (she has 
about 400 cups and saucers and 60 cake 
stands, at last count). 

"I sometimes come and sit in this room 
because it's just so lovely. I have always 
been creative and really enjoy putting the 
sets together to look pretty and creating 
scenes for the Facebook page - there's 
much more to this than just sending out 
boxes of china cups in bubble wrap." 

One client, Homerton College in 
Cambridge, ordered so many cake stands 
for its graduation ceremony tea that Tonie 
and her partner Jamie had to make more 


of them. "I am always on the lookout for 
items to replenish my stock and bought a 
bundle from a selling page recently that 
was individually wrapped in pages of a 
magazine called The Home Companion 
that was published in 1939. I had a lovely 
time unwrapping the pieces and reading 
all the articles - I don't think anyone had 
even touched the china since then." 

Tonie, who has two young children, 
bought the business to combine it with her 
other job cooking at a children's nursery. 

"I thought it would be fun and 
work well with the time I have. 
But it's been busier 


than I expected - we 
had five functions last 


weekend - and have 
nearly made back the 
money it cost us to buy 
the company. It turned 
out the lady who ran it 
before actually lives in 
a house the other side of 
)ur back garden. I think it 
was just meant to be. 

"Vintage is so popular - the 
mismatched and pick-and-mix china looks 
so pretty, you really can't go wrong; we 
get booked for weddings, hen dos, tea 
parties and even funerals. I love cooking 
and hope, one day, to actually make and 
supply the afternoon tea to accompany 
the china, but that will have to wait until 
the children are older." 

Tonie offers a wash-up service too, 
which is proving popular - but the 
delicacy of the crockery means everything 
has to be hand-washed with care: "I can't 
use a dishwasher, so it takes quite a long 
time." 

But it's all worth it. Drinking tea from a 
proper (and pretty) china cup does add to 
the experience: "It definitely tastes better," 
says Tonie. "So does Pimm's. I have started 
making Pimm's in a teapot and serving 
it in a china cup and it looks and tastes 
delicious."

F LICKING around the internet for a new 
car it's easy to start day dreaming about 
the set of wheels you'd like parked 
outside the house for the next year or two. 

Easy to fancy a Ferrari, for instance. 

Red, probably and with the optional gold 
rims and leather wheel arches (inside, of 
course). A yellow rev counter would be 
nice, too. 

Then you come down to earth and 
remember the budget: modest. And what 
you'll be doing with the car; taking the kids 
to school, the family to the supermarket 
and dad to the station. 

So a Ferrari doesn't really fit the bill. The 
car you see here, on the other hand, might 
do just that. 

The Rio is one step up in the Kia range 
and built to take on the likes of the Ford 
Fiesta and Renault Clio. 

Built in the Kia homeland of Korea, 
the Rio starts at £10,095 for a car with a 
1.25-litre petrol engine and climbs to the 
rarefied heights of £17,445 for a bells-and- 
whistles model with a 1.4-litre diesel on 
board. 

Hardly anyone will go for the latter 
model - you're well into the territory of the 
next size of car at this price level - but the 
more modest petrol burner, also fitted to 
the test car, will attract lots of attention. 

Not for its Ferrari-like performance (by 
some way) or for its leech-like hold on the 
road (it's perfectly safe but some distance 
from fun) but for the way it would rapidly 
become the household transport equivalent 
of the washing machine or vacuum cleaner. 

Lots (too many?) reports you read on cars 
start and end with the fun you're going to 
have if you buy one (that Ferrari again) but 
most of us don't inhabit a world of wall to 


wall transport delight. 

Rather, we're happy with a car that 
promises modestly and then more than 
delivers. Like the Kia Rio. 

This latest version may have had a nip 
and tuck at the stylist's - new bumpers 
front and rear, new trim and dashboard 
treatment inside - but it's never going to 
be anything more than a compact five- 
door hatch with family duties in mind. And 
there's nothing wrong with that. 

Nothing munch wrong with the way the 
car moves either; you'll need to change 
gear rather a lot when uphill slopes appear 
and the road roars away beneath the tyres 
on coarse surfaces, but 50.4mpg on the trip 
computer promises an economical life with 
the Rio. 

So does the seven years or 100,000 
miles warranty on non-wear-and-tear- 
items, an insurance class only three rungs 
above the cheapest out there and nothing 
to pay on car tax in year one and a mere 
£30 thereafter. 

There's room in the rear for a couple 
of growing children (three at a pinch) and 
the boot is big enough for most practical 
purposes. Bigger than a Ferrari's for sure. 
There's even a proper temporary spare 
wheel, replacing the tyre repair kit on 
previous Rios that might leave you stranded 
in deepest Spain on a wet Sunday evening. 

Then we come to fixtures and fittings. 
Every Rio has a DAB radio, electrically 
heated and adjusted door mirrors, while 
the '2' grade on test adds electric windows 
all round, air conditioning and alloy 
wheels. 

So, nothing to get excited about, but 
sometimes steady faithfulness will do just 
fine.

Mitsubishi Outlander diesel 



MITSUBISHI has good reason to feel 
confident the latest version of its Outlander 
4x4 will prove a massive hit. 

The Japanese brand has sold more than 
a million of the mid-size SUVs since the 
original's launch back in 2001. 

And while the PHEV - Plug-in Hybrid 
Electric Vehicle - variant that dominates 
the UK plug-in scene continues to scoop 
countless awards, the diesel version has been 
making waves of its own. 

Freshly updated both inside and out, the 
new Outlander is up for grabs with five or 
seven seats and vies for sales with the likes of 
the Land Rover Discovery Sport, Honda CR- 
V, Nissan X-Trail and Hyundai Santa Fe. 

Operating in such a competitive arena 
demands the highest of standards and the 
Mitsubishi really looks and feels the business. 

Fit, finish and sound insulation is top 
notch, there's some lovely soft leather in 
higher spec cars like the tested GX4 model, 
better software, fewer buttons, decent 
interior space and a large boot. 

Add to that some genuine exterior design 
flair plus smart touches like seats that stay 
cool in summer and reflect UV rays to keep 
warm in winter and a set-up that prevents 
accidental acceleration from a stationary 
position and a you have a car pretty much 
without compromise. 

The latest Outlander also benefits from 40 
changes aimed at reducing noise, vibration 
and harshness compared to the previous 
version. 

If you're one of those people who can't 
get their head round plug-in hybrid the 
diesel, with its 2.2-litre 148bhp engine, 
makes a lot of sense. 

It may not cruise silently through the 
streets like its stablemate but it's smooth, 


strong and can return decent economy - on 
faster roads at least. 

Head off-road and its 4WD system easily 
copes with muddy track, waterlogged fields 
and rocky surfaces in general. 

Space is plentiful for five and while the 
two third row seats are individual they're 
realistically only for kids - and having them 
in place severely restricts luggage capacity. 

Otherwise you get a terrific load area 
which can accommodate a couple of 
mountain bikes if you fold down the second 
and third row seats. 

Stowage is ample, the likes of door bins 
with bottle holders, deep central box, 
glovebox, four cupholders and a small 
container in each door. 

All four of the trim grades are well specced 
up and include an auto-dimming rear-view 
mirror, dual-zone climate control and LED 
daytime running lights. 

Go for GX3 or 4 and you get silver 
roof rails, 18-inch alloy wheels, leather 
upholstery, a heated and electric driver's 
seat, LED headlights, sat-nav, rear-view 
camera and an electric sunroof.
